Copenhagen, December 12 — The 
aeml-ofllolal Qerman news agency 
sajra damoMMgaUon of the Ruaaian 
(mm alraady baa begun and that 
paaoe nagotiatleu. raatriotad to the 
Russian front, have been authorised.

ttjnatft the armiatloe negotlana. The 
offleer referred to aa the new com- 
mander may be Lieut.

The inHtrumentfi of war arc so de- 
structive tliat neither adversary dares 
nght In the open, therefore it Is a 
matter of fenolng and oounter-feno- 
Ing. 

Where there Is exposure there Is 
great loss of life. 

In some of the Roman wars whole 
rrmles wore absolutely cut to pieces. 

In the Battlo of Cannae there waa 
little left of the Roman army engaged, 
Craasua, In the East, lost an army 
and his life. 

The Germans ouce blotted out an 
imperial Roman army. 

Later, In the middle ages, when 
men wore armor, the loss of life was 
comparatively small in aome wars. 

^Vhen an army went out to meet 
another army both wore armora. 

In the middle-age Italian wars the 
l.'iss of life was amazingly small. 

I;i t'lc early rnsti of the Civli War 
I! ere was great loss of life eeinparcd 
to the number of men engaged. 

In 1868, -except at Qettjrslmrg and 
Ohickamauga, tbo loaa of life was 
somewhat reduced. In 1864, when 
Grant started to Richmond, the loss 
of life was so grt'st that the country 
was appalled. 

Some of the pacifists wanted iJn- 
r.cln to abandon the whole business. 

Grant's army in '64 waa well grain- 
ed aad Leo'B aniy waa vnaaDelied by 
any that waa em got tofsther. 

Both Confederates and Federals In 
■(i4 marched steadily under fire and 
eounti^d loss of life as an incident. 

In '64 Franklin was the bloodiest 
pitched battle fought, compared to 
the number of men engaged. But In 
'64 if each army had been equipped 
wHh iBMiUiio gnna nA q«lek-flring 
riflea trench waiCua wmM hanre been 
Introduced.
